Board of Directors Engage 


McEadden Rooms. 


There was a meeting of the Commer­ 
cial Club last evening in Hlk hull and 
in the absence of President < > Hrien, 
Vice President Cohen presided over the 
deliberations. There was quit* a good 
attendance and many m atters of impor- 1 
tance came up for consideration, b u t the 
m atter given the most time was the 
school question which was gone ov-r in 
all its phases. 
Vf ter the reading of the minutes by 
Secretary McKay the reports of commit­ 
tees were called for. The first to report 
was the public affairs committee, R. R. 
Wise chanman. 
He reported that the* 
Sax factory, the owners of which had 
thought to move to Brainerd for the 
manufacture of shirts and underwear, 
would not in all probability movo here. 
The company employs a!>out two hun­ 
dred people and would have been a val 
viable addition to the commercial inter­ 
ests of the city. 
The next committee to report was the 
I’ounty, schools and city. 
Henry 1. 
Cohen is chairman of this committee 
and he road a very lengthy and exhaust 
ive report, going into the question of ex­ 
penses in the city schools from alpha to 
omega and suggesting remedies. 
Chair­ 
man Cohen, after reading the report, 
told of the experience the committee of 
the Commercial Club encountered with 
the board of education. 
A committee 
was appointed from the board of educa 
tion to meet with the Commercial Club 
and the y got together and discussed the 
school question and it was finally decid­ 
ed that the Commercial Club commit 
tee submit a report to the full board of 
education, which wa- done. 
.Mr. Cohen 
stated that tho report was simply reeeiv 
e I and placed on file without discussion. 
This naturally was not relished by the 
conimitWe. 
After the reading of there 
port Mr. Cohen asked for expressions 
from the members present and there 
were expressions galore. 
The report contained the information 
that a levy of 845,095 had been asked for 
school purjjoses next year and one of 
the points brought out by Mr. Cohen, 
and o n e which he wished to be enlight 
ened upon, was in reference to the addi 
tional amount the board would receive 
from the state. This would be about 
$11,000, he thought, and the committee 
had asked the board why the levy of 
$45,095 had been made when it was 
known that the $11,000 would be receiv­ 
ed. 
The only answer to this question 
was that there were holes in the furnaces 
in the different schools that a man could 
st;ck his arm through, 
'1 h * question brought up in this man­ 
ner naturally called for considerable dis­ 
cussion. 
Tor a time no one seemed to 
want to say anything as they deemed it 
a delicate subject probably, but the ice 
was broken when Attorney A. T. Larson 
arose and stated that as far as he was 
concerned he was not afraid to express 
his opinion on the matter. 
Attorney Larson suggested that a 
body of men should have a definite pur­ 
pose in view in handling such matters

and if there was a misappropriation in 
the city schools or an excess of expendi­ 
ture of money the only remedy was to 
work to one end and that was to elect 
men on the board who are not afraid to 
get up and stand for what they think is 
right. 
He thought the school* of the 
city were m*t what they ought to b e,es­ 
pecially the high school; that the rela 
tion between the pupils of the high 
school and the superintendent were not 
such as would bring about g oo d results* 
This is especially true, of the boys, Mr, 
Lvrson thought. The next moment the 
speaker 
said 
th at he 
lielicved 
the 
schools of the city were well equipped 
with good intelligent principals and he 
believed th a t so far as the superinten­ 
dent was concerned he was not needed 
at all. 
G. D, LaBar spoke on the question 
ftnd said th at there was no doubt but 
th a t the expenses in the schools were i 
running too high, and especially now 
as there would be a reduction in taxa­ 
tion on account of the Brainerd Lum ­ 
ber company 
mill 
going out. 
He 
thought something should be done to 
have the levy reduced in view of the 
fact that the board would get something 
like $12,000 from the state in addition to 
tho levy made. 
James Cullen had read about the elec­ 
tion of the teachers and he thought the 
board did not 
u se good judgment in 
electing thirteen t< achersforthe Lowell 
and Mill schools, when the population 
in that ward had been reduced over 150 
people. 
He did not see for the life of 
him what thirteen teachers would do in 
that ward. 
He also spoke of the dry 
closet system and his experience as a 
member of the board when the system 
was installed gave him an opportunity 
to become familiar with the subject. 
J. C. Congdon was present and claim­ 
ed that he was outside the “ring" but 
didn't know whether it was good policy 
anyway to come to the meeting and air 
matters relative to the school board, 
liut he finally let loose and made some 
statements which would imply 
that 
Supt, Hartley is the whole thing and 
that the school board has nothing to 
say regarding the expenditure of money. 
Someone asked if th e y had a p u r c h a s ­ 
ing committee. 
Mr. Congdon replied 
that they did and that they also had a 
text book committee, but neither these 
committees nor ihe board knew about 
any purchase of l>ooks. etc., until the 
bills came in. 
He suggested that it 
might be better not to elect a member 
to the board at all, but let the superin­ 
tendent run the whole thing. 
Mr.Cong­ 
don spoke at length atid made some 
pretty plain statements. 
W.H. Cleary spoke and said if, as 
Mr. Congdon had stated, there was a 
condition of this kind matters should 
be investigated. 
M. J. Reilly stated that with all due 
respect for Mr, Congdon and the other 
members of the 
board 
he 
believed 
that Mr. Hartley was thoroughly com­ 
petent and that he was really the man 
who should make these purchases. 
Attorney Kyan thought that Attorney 


L a r s o n 's scheme to throw* the whole 
thing into polities was not a proper one

The government dam on Pine River ! 
m ar Cross Lake is to bo rebuilt and 
active work w ill commence on the same 
the present season. 
Tho old structure 
w h ich was built many years ago to con 
trol the waters of Pine river and its 
tributaries has practically outlived its 
usefulness and although it still performs 
the functions for which is was construct­ 
ed it is in very bail condition, the tim­ 
bers being decayed and the entire works 
are in a condition that require a general 
overhauling and the government has 
decided to replace it with a solid con 
crete and steel structure that will with 
stand the wear and tear of the elements 
and hold the waters of the big reservoir 
in subj(?ction for all time to come. 
During the Inst session of congress a 
sum sufficient to cover all the expense 
incident to the reconstruction was ap 
preprinted ami it will be but a short 
time until the place will be one of un­ 
usual activity as it is expected that 
from 150 to 250 men will Is? employed at 
times on the work and the rebuilding 
will extend over a period of from two to 
three years. 
Advertisements for bids 
are out for the hauling of 500 tons - f 
building material, stone crushers, pile 
drivers, and other necessary equipment 
to start the work, from Jenkins to the 
dam, a distance of fifteen or eighteen 
miles, one piece weighing nine tons and 
several of which weigh six tons each. 
This amount of material is said to be 
but a starter for the gigantic piece of 
masonry that will bo erected and from 
time to time as the work progresses 
other large shipments will be received. 
Buildings w ill have to be erected to 
house much of the material and to take 
care of the large number of workmen 
that w ill be employed on the job, in­ 
cluding boarding houses, etc. 
These of

There was a meeting of the Commer­ 
cial Club list evening in Blk hall arui 
in tho absence of President O Prien, 
V ice President Cohen presided over tho 
deliberations. There was quite a good 
attendance and many matters of impor­ 
tance ca mo up for consideration, but the 
matter given the most time was the 
school question which was gone over in 
all its phases. 
After the reading of the minutes by 
Secretary McKay the reports of commit­ 
tees were called for. The first to report 
was the public affairs committee, R. K, 
W ise chariman.

Henry I. 
Cohen is chairman of this committee 
and he read a very lengthy and exhaust 
ive report, going into the question of ex­ 
penses in the city schools from alpha to 
omega and suggesting remedies. Chair­ 
man Cohen, after reading the report, 
told of the experience the committee of 
the Commercial Club encountered with 
the board of education. 
A committee 
was appointed from the board of educa- 
lion to meet with the Commercial Club 
and they got together and discussed the 
school question and it was finally decid­ 
ed that the Commercial Club commit­ 
tee submit a report to the full board of 
education, which was done. Mr. Cohen 
stated that tho report was simply receiv- 
e I and placed on tile without discussion. 
This naturally was not relished by the 
committee. After tho reading of there 
port Mr. Cohen asked for expressions 
from the members present and there 
were expressions galore. 
Tho report contained the information 
th at a levy of $45,095 had been asked for 
school purposes next year and one of 
tho points brought out by Mr. Cohen, 
and one which he wished to be enlight 
ened upon, was in reference to the addi­ 
tional amount the board would receive 
from the state. This would be about 
$11,000, he thought, and the committee 
had asked the board why the levy of 
$45,095 had been made when it was 
known that the $11,000 would be receiv­ 
ed. The only answer to this question 
was that there were holes in the furnaces 
in the different .schools that a man could 
s t;ck his arm through. 
flh e question brought up in this man­ 
ner naturally called for considerable dis­ 
cussion. For a time no one seemed to 
want to say anything as they deemed it 
a delicate subject probably, but the ice 
was broken when Attorney A. T. Larson 
arose and stated that as far as he was 
concerned he was not afraid to express 
his opinion on the matter.

During the last session of congress a 
sum sufficient to cover all the expense 
incident to the reconstruction was ap 
propriated and it will be but a short 
time until the place will be one of un­ 
usual activity as it is expected that 
from 150 to 250 men will be employed at 
times on the work and tho rebuilding 
will extend over a period of from two to 
three years.

“President Castro will not withdraw 
the New York and Bermudez Asphalt 
company case from the Venezuelan 
courts and will not resubmit the Ol­ 
cott case to arbitration lf the whole 
American 
army and navy 
come to 
Venezuela.” 
This emphatic statement of General 
Alelandro Ybarra, the Venezuelan sec­ 
retary of foreign affairs, reflects the 
spirit of the reply which President 
Castro made to the recent proposal 
of the American state department for 
the arbitration of the Bermudez and 
Olcott cases. 
It was generally rumored through 
out Venezuela that the demands of 
the United States was little less than 
an ultimatum to General Castro and 
the reply ot the Venezuelan president 
was awaited 
with interest. 
Predie 
tions of intervention following the re 
final Of Castro to yield were freely 
marie and (here was much uneasiness 
when it was announced that the Vene- 
jftielnn government had not only re 
fused to arbitrate the case, but had 
supplemented its refusal 
with a r e ­ 
quest that the United States declare 
whether 
it has any respect 
for the 
sovereignty aud the courts of Vene­ 
zuela. 


No Further Demands Made. 
Nearly 
two 
weeks

since Castro made his reply, and as 
no 
action has 
been taken 
by the 
United States ami no further demands 
have been made the last dem and of 
the United States has gone the way 
of many previous requests for arbi­ 
tration and the incident is practically 
closed as far as its discussion in Ca­ 
racas Is concerned. 
The Olcott case, the arbitration of 
which the

have reopened, is also known as the 
Orinoco Steamship company case, and

bridge and Grisanti, representing the 
United States anti Venezuela respec­

President Castro and his advisors 
claim that to reopen the case would 
be an insult to Holland, as Mr. Barge, 
who acted as umpire, is a well known 
Dutch diplomat.

other cases settled under the W ash­ 
ington protocols shall he reconsidered.

that several foreign governments al­ 
ready have been advised of its text. 
While diplomats who have inquired 
at the state department have been in­ 
formed that practically no action will 
be takeu regarding Venezuela until 
President Roosevelt returns from his 
Western trip, they also have received 
the intimation that if the exact text 
of Castro’s answer comprises an in­ 
sult to the American minister it will 
not pass unnoticed.
